COMMERCIAL BREAK 
By Mark Austin 





IT is astonishing how many 
sponsors, supporters and friends 
assume that the closed season is 
the time that football club staff 
get off lightly, go on their holi- 
days and generally take it easy 
until the start of next season. 
Nothing could be further from 
the truth. 

During the shorter and shorter 
closed season almost everything has 
to be pre-sold for the following sea- 
som. First priority is the season tick- 
ets (details of which should be arriv- 
ing any time now), the Vere Suite 
and: Woodlands Executive Club 
memberships. 

Next priority is the advertising in 
the matchday programme, as this 
needs to be pre-printed before the 
first pre-season friendly match, 
which this scason is scheduled for.as 
early as Friday, July 18, Next is all 
the ground advertising boards. 
Many people ask why we don't sell 
them on two or three year con- 
tracts. We occasionally do if the 
price is right but the biggest 
unknown is which division we will 
be in the following season, Promo- 
tion to Division One would mean 
that all boards would be worth more 
and the pitch perimeter boards 
costs soar for the guaranteed Sky 
Sports live matches. 

All the match sponsorships, ball 
sponsorships and programme spon- 
sorships have to be sold in advance 
for each fixture, even before the 
dates of the matches are known. 
With the closed season being so 
short there is no time to sell every- 
thing once the fixtures are pub- 
lished around the end of June. 

This means most sponsored 
matches are chosen by club rather 
than by date. The only dates we 
know in advance are the Coca-Cola 
Cup, FA Cup and Auto Wind- 
screens Shield, assuming of course 
we are drawn at home, Some spon- 
sors do wait for the fixtures to be 
published as they can have specific 
dates in mind. All in all it is not easy 
to please everyone and still sell all 
the match sponsorships, but thanks 
to our tremendous local corporate
